A remarkable contemporaneous effort to record these still underappreciated 
metallic memorials of the Civil War. Pliny Earle Chase (1820-1886), was a 
teacher and scientist of some renown. Many of the results of his various scientific 
researches were published in the Proceedings of the American Philosophical Society 
and in European scientific journals. He served as vice president of the American 
Philosophical Society and his published works include several on arithmetic and 
“Elements of Meteorology” (Philadelphia, 1884).

A notable early, wide-ranging collection John Adams notes that “Professor 
Charles Anthon [was] one of the giants of the early years of our hobby [but] 
Unfortunately, the old gentleman died after the first three sales in the series.” Parts 


one, two and three comprised the coins and medals of the British Empire and 
Europe. Gaston Feuardent capably catalogued the fourth part, noting that “the 
present Greek and Roman collection is certainly the largest and most valuable 
one ever offered at auction in this country.” The final portion of the collection 
was less ably presented by George W. Cogan and featured patterns, an “all but 
uncirculated” 1794 dollar, Gobrecht dollars, early proof sets, rare colonials and 
Washingtonia and a wide variety of other American coins, medals and tokens. 
The descriptions are generally terse, with several interesting exceptions. Lot 145 
(a very fine 1867 silver dollar), for example, details Anthon’s substantial though 
anonymous participation in the Mickley sale: “This Dollar was received by Prof. 
Anthon from W. E. Woodward, being the balance of a $1,000 bill expended Nov. 
1st, 1867 (Mickley Sale) in purchases for‘Mr. Stephens,’ and is so engraved.”

In American Numismatics 
Before the Civil War , Q. David Bowers describes the event as “the first truly notable 
numismatic sale held by what would become in various forms a very long-lived 
auction house.” He argues persuasively against attributing the cataloguing to 
Augustus B. Sage (though undeniably precocious, he was barely 14 years of age at 
the time), suggesting that “In the absence of having a staff numismatist, Bangs, 
Brother & Co. probably called upon someone in the New York area to do the 
cataloguing. Charles I. Bushnell is a possibility in this regard.”

An undoubtedly rare, attractively printed publication; the first we recall ever 
having seen. Following the title given above is a testimonial letter from Van Horn 
reading in part: “Gen’l John W. Beazell, late Paymaster U. S. Army, has perfected 
and combined with the ‘Government Tests,’ the most valuable and remarkable 
system of ‘quick counterfeit detection’ ever known.” The second and third pages 
describe Beazell’s “ten tests for instantaneous counterfeit detection” and the last 
page features a testimonial letter from a bank cashier, along with “U. S. Mint 
Coin Tests” and an “Affirmation and Agreement” to be signed “in the presence 
of the Great Ruler of the Universe” by those agreeing not to reveal “the tests 
for ‘Instantaneous Counterfeit Detection’ received from J. W. Beazell.” His father, 
John Fell Beazell, in 1867 published a brief work entitled United States Counterfeit 
Detector. John W. (1830-1910), was one of Steubenville Ohio’s most respected 
citizens. After the Civil War, he followed in his father’s footsteps, reportedly being 
one of the two or three persons in the country authorized by special license of 
the Government to carry all the counterfeit money he desired. An article in the 
New York Times, published on October 9, 1886 recounts his being “Shot At By 
Thieves.” The day before, Beazell had placed his wallet “containing $300” on the 
counter of the Allegheny City Post Office, while engaged in conversation with 
the Postmaster. A thief snatched it and Beazell seized him after a brief pursuit, 
releasing him when the thief drew a revolver and fired at his captor. The culprit 
apparently then passed the wallet to one of two accomplices, who escaped. One 
cannot help but wonder if the $300 in currency was genuine or counterfeit, an 
aspect of the affair not addressed in the Times article.

An interesting 
little publication, significant in at least three respects: 1) the main title 
appropriates the one utilized by Dr. George Francis Heath in the first few issues 
of what came to be known as The Numismatist; 2) beyond its main focus as a 
premium guide providing prices paid by the author for coins and currency, it 
also served as a banknote reporter; and 3) as opposed to von Bergen’s ubiquitous 
Rare Coins of America/Rare Coin Encyclopedia , it appears to be quite rare, being 
the only example we recall having ever encountered. Von Bergen’s introductory 
Special Notice contains a numismatic nugget or two about the 1804 dollar: “In 
a town not far from Boston the Chief of Police inherited one of the 1804 Silver 
Dollars from his father, and not knowing the value of it he had the obverse cut 
off, suitably engraved, and wore it as a badge. Afterwards he found that he could 
have got $1000 for it. A Mr. Wyl (sic) in Germany had a Dollar of the same date, 
and knowing that it was a rare coin he sent it to Mr. Chapman of Philadelphia, 
who sold it at auction for $1000.” While the first story seems apocryphal at best, 
the second provides a little-known contemporary account of the circumstances 


surrounding the 1804 dollar that appeared in the Chapman brothers May 14-15, 
1885 auction sale. It appears to lend more credence, or at least context, to the 
legitimacy of the coin’s appearance than it has sometimes been accorded.

Extremely rare and one of the most delightful bits of Numismatica Americana 
ever issued. It appears to have been distributed at W. Elliot Woodward’s March 
20-25,1865 Sixth Semi-Annual Sale, as an “Addenda.” Under a later sale, Attinelli 
jocularly observes that “Mr. ‘Gointoem Strong,’. . .offered an extremely curious, 
rare, and unique collection at public sale, but, at the last moment, withdrew it 
entirely.” The full story is found on page 91 of Attinelli: “This catalogue was the 
production of Mr. Charles Chaplin of Charlestown District, Boston, Mass., 
a prominent numismatist, one of the most active members of the Boston 
Numismatic Society, and at the same time one of the more modest and retiring. 
Those who have not the good fortune to possess a copy of the catalogue, are 
referred to Vol. IV, p. 7 of the ‘American Journal of Numismatics,’ where it has 
been deservedly honored with a less perishable form for its wit and lively sense 
of the ludicrous. On page 8 of the same volume may be found a 'pome’ from 
the same pen, but which was furnished to that journal by another gentleman, 
whose full initials are ‘S. S. C.’ By some it was thought (erroneously, however) 
that the squib was written with ‘malice prepense’ to satirize the descriptive coin 
catalogues of other parties. The following explanation will elucidate the history of 
its origin and ‘raison d’itre! —Mr. Chaplin’s vocation is that of a printer; one day 
while his workmen were at dinner, he availed himself of a few leisure moments, 
numismatist-like, to look over some old coins, the refuse of a recent purchase, 
which were in his desk, it was such a ‘very poor’ lot that it so strongly excited 
his sense of the ridiculous, that he was impelled to at once take up a ‘composing 
stick’ and catalogue the collection from sight, and without ‘copy,’ with the result 
shown in the catalogue. Lot ‘16’ records an incident, which, those accustomed 
to attending auction sales have undoubtedly seen similar instances occur. ‘An 
old Half dime’ of a numismatic value of about ten of fifteen cents was put up 
for bids, none were offered, after some delay, the auctioneer said in a jocose 
way, ‘Who will give five dollars for this nice coin?’ ‘I will!’ said an innocent by¬ 
stander, and instanter the coin was knocked down to him.” As Attinelli suggests, 
Chaplin’s descriptions are often hilarious. Two examples follow. Lot one was 
an ‘ English Penny, very plain. The inscription, like England’s honor, is nearly 
obliterated.’ Lot 7, alluded to in the headline, was described as “Two Kopecks, 
in fair condition. Obverse, a double-bearded eagle, holding a ten-pin ball in one 
claw and a toasting-fork in the other.”

Unless the brothers’ wood crafting skills 
surpassed their numismatic expertise, the appellation is surely hyperbole since 
the cabinet was Patented April 23, 1872,” when Samuel was not yet 15 years of 
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age and his brother 12. At the end of the 1889 catalogue is a “Special Notice to 
Numismatists,” noting that “Mr. Henry Chapman, Jr., has just returned from a 
four months’ trip through England, France, Germany and Holland, purchasing 
coins, medals, etc., in which he has been most successful, securing altogether the 
finest collection ever brought to America; this, added to our already extensive 
stock, gives us what we confidently believe is the largest assortment of any dealer 
in the United States.” Of special note was a “Unique Rosa Americana twopence”; 
a “Unique continental currency 1776 dollar in silver”; and “Numismatic books, 
the most extensive assortment to be found anywhere.”

Thousands were undoubtedly originally sent out and a 
small but not inconsequential number appear to have been retained. Yet copies 
seldom appear today, particularly in good condition and accompanied by all of 
the original enclosures. Given the high acid content of the newsprint employed 
and the less than ideal conditions in which most appeared to have been stored, a 
great many undoubtedly perished and the current survival rate is low.

Born in 1905, Mosser was a career employee of the American Numismatic 
Society, serving from 1930 in various capacities, including Librarian, Editor, 
Secretary, and Executive Director. Included in the early part of the binder are: 
Mosser’s Social Security card and a bank account card; two pages of personal 
data, among them his Elgin watch serial number and clothes sizes, including 
pajamas; life insurance policies; schooling details from high school to Princeton; 
memberships in various scholarly societies; Latin religious blessings; etc. 
Following these several preliminary leaves is an extensive compilation, written 
in black ink or typewritten, on both sides of most pages, devoted to various 
topics of ancient Greek numismatics. Included are various sections, some 
quite substantial, arranged geographically, including Athens, Corinth, Aegina, 
Boeotia, Peloponnesus, Macedonia, Sicily, Syracuse, East Lydia, East Persia, East 
Chios, Africa, Siculo-Punic, Campania, Calabria, Lucania, Bruttium, etc. Many 
sections are further divided. The various topics generally include a numismatic 
bibliography, often with useful, sometimes critical, commentary. Considerably 
detailed descriptions of dated periods of coinage follow, including types, 
historical background, lists of mints, general remarks, etc. A most interesting 
and informative compilation, apparently written for Mosser’s own use. His 
general remarks on the Greek coins of Syracuse from 520 to 400 B.C. provide 
a bit of flavor: “The marvelous series of tetrs. from the end of the VI to the 
end of the V centuries presents every degree or stage of progress in artistic 
development of the treatment of the human head. On no other coinage do we 
find this gradual evolution of mastery in the art of expression, and no other 
art objects from the Greek world can so conveniently be employed to illustrate 
the story of the development of V cent, art as the Syracusan coins, which may 
be studied within the physical space of a few square feet required by a trayful 
of coins. As a discipline in observation and discrimination of the details and 
variety of types the series is unrivalled. We find good art and bad art in both the 
archaic and fine periods, and thus our sense of artistic values is sharpened by the 
mere contemplation of the coins.”

Unique and quite interesting. Significant as a source of American numismatic 
autographs alone, its importance to “rag pickers” of course eclipses that 
aspect of the materials present here.

“Thank you very much for your recent bid at my mail auction sale as listed in 
the ‘Numismatic Scrapbook’ magazine...I do not actually collect obsolete paper 
notes, but I cannot help liking them, and, from time to time, I put away a few, 
particularly if they can be bought right.”; Ralph Goldstone, Feb. 23,1951: “I deal 
in numismatic literature.

1) it features a public coin 
auction sale unrecorded in Gengerke; 2) the auction may legitimately be part of 
the Frank Katen series since he was the incoming president of the society in 1950 
and is thus the “likely suspect” as the cataloguer; and 3) the banquet speaker 
was “Mr. John Ford, Island Trees, N. Y.” whose topic was American Numismatic 
Literature. The dinner menu is rather amusing, ranging from celery and olives, 
ala Granby, to roast prime ribs of beef, au jus, ala Fugio, to dessert, Georgius 
Triumpho. The four ephemeral items present here are fond reminders of a time, 
as John Ford liked to call it, “when coin collecting was fun.”

Included are: 1) a 2/15/72 letter 
from Richard Picker to (William) Wilt, accompanied by a well-executed pencil 
impression comprising a “rubbing of N. E. Shilling sold by C. D. Fellows to S. S. 
Crosby about 1869 for $22-“ and reading in part: “Thank you very much for the 
letter and for the rubbing. It’s very interesting, and after studying it, I’d say that 
it appears to be an original, though I’ve never seen one so perfectly and evenly 
struck. Even the plate coin in Crosby (plate I) isn’t that clear...I’d like to find 
that coin today; 2) in a 1953 letter, Charles French offers a number of his past 
catalogues to Dr. Charles Ferris, noting that “I might ad[d] that 99% of all of our 
material is really sold, not a rigged price.”; 3) a November 11, 1942 letter from 
Kenneth Lee accompanied by a single sheet price list of fractional California 
gold coins, a number designated as being “Rare”; 4) several most interesting 
1954-1956 letters from Richard W./D. Wayne Johnson to Dr. Charles Ferris, 
largely typewritten on stationery headed “Books and Bibliographic Service on 
Numismatics,” also with drafts of fascinating letters from Ferris to Johnson, 
pertaining to their shared intense interest in numismatic bibliography, featuring 
the results of Johnson’s early researches in the field, with commentary such as: “I 
had considered compiling a bibliography of all the numismatic books published 
in America...even though I have been lectured by Col. P. O. Sigler against it. 
Col. Sigler published his book himself and lost several thousand dollars on 
the venture.”/”the number of people interested in numismatic bibliography is 
quite small. (We’re rather rare birds -- species numismaticus bibliognost. )”/”! 
strongly recommend Attinelli’s book to you...I know of only seven copies in 
existence” [a listing follows]/etc.; 5) an October 27, 1951 letter from Lu Riggs to 
Dr. Charles Ferris, accompanied by two inventory sheets, noting that “I have so 
many collections and consignments on hand to process that 1 have estimated I 
have enough material for the next six auction sales.”; 6) two 1956 and one 1957 
dunning notices from Hans Schulman to Dr. Ferris for a 1955 auction balance 
due of $56.75; 7) an April 29,1950 letter in which Conchologist Walter F. Webb 
writes that “I have decided to quit coins...”; and 8) a June 5, 1976 letter from 
Warren A. Lapp including a candid photograph of “Bill Wilt”; etc. Also present 
are a letter from Remy Bourne and one from Cal Wilson. The June 4,1982 letter 
from Wilson to William Wilt is quite complimentary about the present cataloguer 
but bemoans the poor results of his recent auction: “...price levels remained 
quite low. Very few of the high prices ‘scarcities’ were sold. Hopefully, this is due 
primarily to the current poor economic climate...” Philatelic correspondence 
includes a 1947 letter from Scott Publications and a 1957 one from Herman Herst, 
Jr. on delightful philatelic stationery. All in all, a unique, fascinating snapshot of 
American numismatics in an exciting period of growth and a source of many 
seldom-encountered numismatic autographs and handwriting exemplars.

Though scarce, the firm’s 1859 Petersons’ Complete Coin Book comes up for sale 
on occasion. The extensive Peterson publication present here, however, appears 
to be rare. We have sold only three other examples in recent years, all different, 
and this also different issue is the second earliest we recall ever having handled. 
An 1860 issue is the first recorded in Dillistin. Alluding to their sister publication 
The Peterson Magazine, Imlay & Bicknell’s Reporter of Philadelphia was critical 
of the new competition, claiming that it was published “as an adjunct to the 
advertisements of‘yellow-kivered literature,’ and who has discovered more 'new’ 
(?) counterfeits the last year than would fill his book twice over.. .the greatest part 
of which are much older than the work itself, and new to nobody but its novel¬ 
writing editor.” The other publications present here are also seldom encountered. 
The second item is a pocket guide to detecting counterfeit paper money and 
coins and the “Merchant’s Guide” is a detailed student primer on “carrying 
into practice your Theoretical knowledge” in the college’s various commercial 
and financial enterprises and transactions, often mentioning the utilization of 
Eastman’s “College Currency” in these endeavors.

A delightful bit of Numismatica Americana. Rare. Lyman Low actively promoted 
numismatic books during his early career, both through various fixed price 
publications and attractively-printed advertising pieces. Given their ephemeral 
nature, few of the latter have survived. The present flyer appears to offer the first 
printing of the Guide , noting the presence of “1600 engravings.” Low proclaims: 
“As a hand book for the use of the Coin Collector and guidance of the mere 
visitor, its value cannot be over estimated.” Closing his sales pitch with a bit of 
hyperbole, Low writes: “The sale of this book has Exceeded all other Publications 
in America which treat upon the science of Numismatics. Everybody Buys It.” 
Judging from present survival rates, Smith’s “vade mecum” was not sold in great 
numbers and it was soon utterly vanquished by the relentless march of George 
G. Evans’ veritable phalanx of editions of the Illustrated History of the United 
States Mint.

Apparently rare; the first example we recall having encountered. A detailed 
exposition, enhanced by well-executed engravings of the BEP building, the 
geometric lathe, the transfer press, a hand printing-press, a steam printing-press, 
a numbering machine, and the macerator (depicted on the front cover of this 
catalogue). Of the last, Smith waxes poetic after witnessing it in action: “Finally, 
the last packages are reached, ripped, open, and thrown after their fellows. As I 
turned away with a feeling of melancholy I saw a pretty woman, clinging to the 
arm of the gentleman at her side, look up into his face, and exclaim, in a low 
voice, ‘Oh, Harry, doesn’t that seem too bad!’ And I could not help thinking that 
it was the ignoble end of these old and most faithful of friends that millions of 
men and women struggle for from morning till night, that they fight for, that 
they die for—that it was the thought of the tales of battle and intrigue, of toil 
and crime that each might tell if given a voice, that brought the glistening dew 
to her soft brown eyes.” It should not be inferred that the body of Smith’s article 
is written in that vein. It is a careful, detailed exposition of the entire process, 
from cradle to grave (if your cataloguer may be granted a modicum of poetic 
license). Of the activities of the “Destruction Committee of the Treasury” itself. 
Smith writes: “Through two large round holes in the floor we saw two great 
cylinders of the size of locomotive boilers, called macerators. Into these cylinders 
the worn-out notes, imperfectly printed securities, etc., are poured by means 
of funnels inserted in the holes through which we were looking. After they are 
mixed with lime and soda-ash, caps are placed over the ventricles, and fastened 
with a separate lock and key by each of the three members of the Destruction 
Committee, the steam is turned on, and the cylinders set in motion. When the 
notes are thoroughly macerated, the mixture is drawn off into a stone trench 
under the cylinders, pumped up to a paper machine on the floor where we were, 
and manufactured into thick sheets of paper, which are made up in packages, 
and sold to paper-makers. Some of the pulp of notes is cast into images and 
other forms, and sold in the fancy stores in Washington to the relic hunter. The 
fabulous figures marked on them to indicate the face value of the notes in them 
seldom fail to stimulate his imagination and inflame his desire for possession.”

Responding to a query concerning 
his first fixed price list, Bowers wrote in the June-July 2000 Rare Coin Review: “If 
I recall correcdy, it was printed by the company that produced the Times Leader 
newspaper in Wilkes-Barre, and the illustrations were done by the newspaper’s 
printing department. I do not remember the number of copies printed, but 
I would estimate that it might have been a couple thousand or so. These were 
sent to collectors who had bought from me at the local coin club or through the 
mail via my advertisements and letter quotations, plus ‘famous’ names I picked 
out of the printed membership directory issued by the American Numismatic 
Association. Regarding the number of copies in existence today, I have no idea— 
perhaps 50 to 100?” This assessment of survival is probably on the high side; 25 to 
50 copies may be more accurate, and perhaps even that is too high. Bulletin No. 1 
was issued when Bowers was sixteen years old, and he noted in an earlier RCR (No. 
77): “That certain of my early catalogues are now worth several hundred dollars 
each or more is amazing to me. I should have saved the leftover copies, which 
ti 

However, that is what has made them rare.. .In the summer of 1955 I had my first 
bourse table at an American Numismatic Association Convention...I had yet to 
issue my first catalogue. That came shortly thereafter... (t)he 203 Second National 
Bank Building address was that of my father, Quentin H. Bowers, a consulting 
engineer specializing in large-scale commercial and institutional buildings. Each 
day my dad would bring the mail home to me, and I would fill the orders from 
my bedroom office in my home at 64 Yeager Avenue-in Forty Fort... After the 
issuance of my first and second catalogues in 1955 and 1956 I kept a supply of 
a couple hundred extras on hand, to send them out to new customers, and then 
after a month or two threw any remaining copies away, saving two or three for my 
own files. Undoubtedly numerous ANA members who received copies unsolicited 
threw them away even faster than I did! However, enough people sent in orders, 
and enough people had nice things to say—including B. Max Mehl—that I 
resolved that when time permitted, I would do more in the cataloguing route.” The 
initial Bulletin is interesting to read, features desirable coins, and contains the first 
of Bowers’ many well-written nuggets of numismatic information which, over the 
years, have both entertained and informed his readers. The subject is “Peter,” pet 
eagle at the Philadelphia mint, and the vignette concludes with his grisly demise: 
“Peter was killed when he tried to perch on the flywheel of one of the minting 
machines.”

Dr. Joel J. Orosz, 
in The First 100 Issues of the “Rare Coin Review,” which appeared, appropriately 
enough, in RCR No. 100, wrote that this first issue caused little stir at the time of 
issue. Among the reasons he enumerates for this oversight are 1) “a year chock-a- 
block with history”; 2) “its unassuming birth name.. .hardly a whiz-bang title for 
a new periodical”; and 3) “the format. No glossy covers and illustrated text here: 
indeed it had no cover at all.. .A masterpiece of the bookbinder’s art, it wasn’t. It 
was, in fact, so unimpressive that most of the people who got one discarded it, 
which means that copies of Catalogue Number 1 are quite rare today. Probably 
fewer than 50 examples exist in total, nearly all in private collections.” Orosz also 
notes, quite appropriately, that the content was another matter. Featured items 
listed for sale included choice Oak and Pine Tree shillings from the T. James Clarke 
collection, a unique Baker 15 Washington Large Eagle cent, an 1811 Mickley 
restrike half cent,” an uncirculated 1796 quarter, and an extremely fine 1794 
dollar.

The copy at hand falls in the middle of the ten or more 
editions published between 1553 and 1593 by Giovanni Mariani, an official in the 
camere degl’Imprestiti. Mariani informs the reader in the preface that this work 
was written for merchants without warehouses, who were required to conduct 
business while carrying goods with them from place to place, and who might 
make mistakes, not being being able to sit down quietly in their own offices to 
make their calculations. The tables not only give conversion tables for Venetian, 
Imperial, and Brescian money, but also provide wholesale and retail rates, valid 
throughout Italy and Dalmatia. At the end, there is a short treatise on weights 
and measures and the kinds of goods, including delicacies such as caviar and 
chestnuts cooked in wine, for which they would be useful.

During their 
stay in America, the Constable brothers also visited the exiled revolutionary 
Thomas Paine. Throughout the journey, William Constable made drawings of 
the spectacular American landscape and these sketches were later developed into 
finished watercolors which were exhibited in England.

Only 200 copies were issued. The author writes in the preface: “The design of this 
work is to give an account of the legally authorized coinage of the United States 
of America during the periods of their colonial history and their existence as a 
united republic. Nothing as comprehensive has heretofore been attempted, nor is 
there any separate publication on either our colonial or early federal coinage. The 
materials have been collected by consulting early periodicals, congressional and 
legislative documents and other works, and through an extensive correspondence 
with gentlemen in other states. In the concluding chapter is given a catalogue 
of pieces which have been neither legally issued, nor can they, with one or two 
exceptions, be considered as tradesmen’s tokens, but were the inventions of 
individuals, sometimes proposed as specimens or patterns of coinage for the 
newly formed republic...The modern coinage of the United States having been 
quite fully exhibited in the valuable treatise by Messrs. Eckfeldt and Du Bois, 
it has been deemed expedient not to repeat the engravings contained in that 
work.” Unfortunately for Hickcox, his pioneering work was almost immediately 
overshadowed by Montroville Wilson Dickeson’s American Numismatical Manual. 
First issued in 1859 by a major publisher, it went through three editions in six 
years. Dickeson’s work was the first attempt to cover the entire range of American 
numismatics, a goal which he largely if imperfectly accomplished. Though smaller 
in size and scope, Hickcox’s work is richer in historical detail and more elegant in 
style. It will always remain a landmark in American numismatic literature. John 
Harvard Ellis (1841-1870), was an author and member of the Suffolk Bar, best 
known for “The Works of Anne Bradstreet, in Prose and Verse,” Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, 1867 (A Supplement to Allibones Critical Dictionary of English 
Literature..., 1908). Bradstreet (1612-1672), was the first English woman known 
to have written poetry in the New World and America’s first published poet.

The handsome, 
visually appealing illustrations are similar in appearance to those found in Fulvio 
and Huttich, the first two illustrated numismatic books. Haskell terms this a 
“very elegant book - in which the heads and surrounding inscriptions stand out 
in white against a deep black ground,” noting that Strada selected them from 
thirty volumes of numismatic drawings “which he had compiled while working 
for Hans Jakob Fugger, a member of the Augsburg banking family.”
